1. — Copy of a Letter from Mr. Logie, Inspector General, respecting search made 
in the House of Wybrants Olphert, esq. for illicit Spirits. 

Gentlemen, Dublin Custom-house, January 3d, 1821. 

I N obedience to your Order, directing me to transmit to the Board, a Copy of the 
Information under which a warrant was obtained, and by whom issued, for 
entering and searching the house of Wybrants Olphert, esq. a magistrate of the 
county Donegal, untler the alleged intention of discovering illicit Spirits, and the 
name of the officer who executed the warrant, or other authority under which he 
acted. 

I beg leave to acquaint you, that I received information that Mr. Olphert had a 
quantity of illicit Spirits in his possession, and having no doubt it was correct, 
I directed Mr. Miller, assistant inspector general, to examine his concerns ; herewith 
I enclose a Copy of my Letter which he produced to Mr. Olphert on going to his 
house ; there was no warrant issued, nor was it necessary to obtain one, and the 
authority under which Mr. Miller acted was the Act of the 46 Geo. III. c. 106, s. 29.
